Klemeiiz, St. Joseph Catholic Orphan 

Society, and Intervenor MRH Development Co. have iiioved this Coriimissioii for aii order 

requiring Defendant Louisville Gas & Electric Coiiipaiiy (“LG&E”) to proceed with a public 

hearing to obtain a Certificate qf Public Convenience and Necessily. L,G&E lias responded tliat 

it lias 110 obligation to coinply with KRS 278.020, wliicli requires such a hearing. LG&E 

coiiterids tliat since the line was “well underway” before July 13, 2004, it was not bouiid by tlie 

requireinents of Keiitucky law. LG&E alleges tliat sirice KRS 278.020 contains no specific 

legislative declaratioii that tlie statute is to be applied “retroactively”, L,G&E has 110 duty to seek 

this Commission’s approval before proceeding to condemn private property
